A strike of power plant operat- 
ing engineers, which caused clos- 
ing of large industrial plants and 
two downtown department stores 
today, ended at 1:25 o'clock, when 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri 
agreed to dismiss an employe who 
was not in good standing with his 
union, AFL Operating Engineers, 
Local 148 The atrike began at 
&:30 a.m. 

The company’s previous refusal 
to suspend the employe, William 
H. Graham, machinist at the 
Venice plant, for 20 days, at the 
union's request, caused the walk- 
out, by which the company's 
power production was reduced 
from 750,000 to 335,000 kilowatts, 
and streetcar operation, general 
lighting and power service were 
threatened with shutdowns. 

The company’s position was that 
its contract requires it to fire 
an employe not in good unjon 
standing, when the union 580 de- 
mands: but that it is not obli- 
gated to do police duty for the 
union, and punish employes for 
minor infraction of union rules 
not sufficient to warrant dismis- 
sal. The union, in its first re- 
quest as to Graham, did not state

The “atomic cake” baked 
East St. Louis and cut at an 
Army-Navy party in Washington, 
which was the theme of an explo- 
sive sermon in a Washington pul-

The large cake, surmounted with 
& mushroom-shaped confection 
representing the column of water 
and cap of spray reared by the 
Bikini blast, was shown in a Wash- 
ington news photograph. It was 
being cut by V. Adm. W. H. P. 
Blandy, with Mrs. Blandy and R. 
Adm, F. J. Lowry looking on. The 
Rev. A. Powell Davies, displaying 
the picture to the congregation of 
All Souls’ Unitarian Church in 
Washington, called the scene*“ut- 
terly loathsome.” 

“I hope to God this picture isn’t 
reprinted in Russia,” the minister 
exclaimed, “‘to confirm everything 
the Soviet government has been 
telling the Russian people. It isa 
crime against whatever of decency 
may be left here in America, 

“Monstrous Betrayal.” 

“If I had the authority of a 
priest of the Middle Ages, I would 
call down the wrath of God upon 
such an obscenity. I would damn 
to hell these people of callous con- 
science, these traitors to humanity 
who could participate in such a 
monstrous betrayal of everything 
for which the broken-hearted of 
the world are waiting. 

“How would it seem in Hiro- 
shima or Nagasaki to know that 
Americans make cakes of angel 
food puffs in the image of that 
terrible, diabolical thing that 
brought sudden death to thous- 
ands of their friends and linger- 
ing, loathsome death to thousands 
of others? The naval officers con- 
cerned should apologize to the 
armed service of which they are a 
part, and to the American people. 
No apology would suffice to ef- 
face what it may mean to the 
people of the world.” 

The Rev. Thaddeus B Clark, 
minister of St Louis's First Uni- 
tarian Church, said the incident 
reminded him of the comment of 
Mussolini’s son, an Italian air . ffi- 
cer, on the explosion of a bomb 
which he dropped into a group of 
Ethiopians. Young Mussolini 
v rote that the bomb, on striking 
the ground, “blossomed out like 
a beautiful flower” 

“I feel,” the St. Louis minister 
said, “that we have treated the 
fears of the world too lightly. This 
occurrence is poo, publicity for 
America.” 

The Rev. James W. Clark, pas- 
tor of Second Presbyterian 
Church, said: 

“This seems to have been a mat- 
ter thoughtlessly conceived, and 
given undue prominence. The ser- 
mon, as quoted, hardly shows bal- 
ance. In my opinion, the minister 
would have been wiser to ignore 
the incident. Perhaps this is the 
silly season for ministers.”

Church Cathedral commented:

A downtown parade brought the 
celebration of Armistice day in St. 
Louis to a climax today. Several 


tary, civic and patriotic organiza- 
tions braved chilly weather to par- 
ticipate. 

Crowds along the parade route 
light as units passed by. 
Leading the parade was Gen. 


George C. Kenney, commanding 
general of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, riding in an open automo- 
bile with Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann. 

Despite the brisk and biting 
wind, the parade was up to the 
usual Armistice day standard. It 
included some 42 bands and drum 
and bugle corps units, many flags, 
and Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
units and equipment. 

Bombs Signal Start. 

Exploding bombs marked the 
start of the parade at 2 p.m. 
Mounted policemen cleared the 
parade route, which began at 
Washington avenue and Twelfth 
boulevard. The marchers went 
east on Washington avenue to 
Sixth street, then back’ west on 
Chestnut street to the Soldiers’ 
Memorial. 

As parade units waited for the 
starting signal band members 
wore gloves to keep their hands 
warm and drum majorettes wore 
long overcoats over -their scanty 
costumes, 

Watching crowds varied from 
a thin single line along the curb- 
ing to six or eight deep. Second 
and third-story windows of office 
buildings were filled with parade 
watchers. Salesmen of small flags 
did a brisk business along the 
parade route. 

It required an hour and ten 
minutes for the parade to pass a 
given point.

Carroll Reece, Republican na- 
tional chairman: “I am confident 
the President will find an abun- 
dance of good will among the Re- 
publican leadership and member- 
ship of Congress. Particularly 
worthy of praise is the President's 
reference to persons in either 
party who may seek in the field 
of foreign affairs ‘an opportunity 
to achieve personal notoriety or 
partisan advantage by exploitation 
of the sensational or by the mere 
creation of controversy.’ 

Points to Wallace. 

“Since the description fits them 
perfectly, I assume he referred to 
Henry A. Wallace, Senator Claude 
Pepper and other spokesmen for 
the Political Action Committee.

PARIS, Nov. 11 (AP)—The Com- 
munists emerged today as the 
sirongest party in France's new 
Fourth Republic, the outcome of 
yesterday’s National Assembly 
election placing danger the 
position of Georges Bidault as 
Premier and Foreign Minister, al- 
though a strictly left-wing govern- 
ment seemed unlikely. 

On the basis of incomplete re- 
turns, new coalition § ap- 


peared probable in place or the 
combine of the Popular Repub- 
lican Movement (M.R.P.), Com- 
munist and Socialist parties which 
control the current provisional 
rovernment. Prior to the election 
the Communist party and _ the 
M.R.P. each promised if elected 
to shut out the other from any 
new cabinet, but the lack of a 
clear cut majority apparently 
made this impossible. 

The Communists ousted Bidault's 
M.R.P. from the legislative lead, 
winning back the place they took 
. the first Constituent Assembly 
elected Oct. 21, 1945, and Jost in 
the second elected last June 2. 

Bid to Name Thorez Likely. 

On the strength of their gains, 
they were expected to advance 
Maurice Thorez for the premier- 
ship against almost certain oppo- 
sition from nearly all other par- 
ties. Party Secretary Jacques 
Duclos said the Communists were 
“ready to assume all the responsi- 
bilities implied by our great suc- 
cess.” 

However, there seemed little 
chance they could form a leftist 
majority in the legislature or in 
a cabinet. Anti-Marxist parties 
gained, too, while the Socialists 
lost heavily. As a result, the 
M.R.P. remained the _ possible 
spearhead of a powerful anti- 
Communist bloc.

A former Veiled Prophet queen 
and a former maid of honor at 
the ball have run into difficulties 
arranging their debut as laundry 
operators, they told a _ — Post- 
Dispatch reporter today. 

Mrs. Warren McKinney Shap- 
leigh, V.P. queen in 1939 when 
she was Miss Jane Howard Smith, 
and Miss Jean Mitchell, former 
V.P. maid, announced on Oct, 18 
that within two weeks they hoped 
to open a self-service laundry at 
8109 Maryland avenue in Clayton. 
But today both agreed regretfully 
that it would take far more than 
two weeks before the new busi- 
ness would be formally opened to 
the public. 

Mrs, Shapleigh said: “We need 
a great deal of electrical and 
plumbing equipment and haven't 
found it yet.

Equipment is the 
beginning and end of our ‘troubles. 

Piece of Pipe Lacking. 

“Everything you can imagine 
has happened. For example, we 
need a certain plece of pipe.: No, 
I don’t know off-hand just what 
it’s for. Then there has to be a 
hearing on some _ technicality. 
There’s some kind of list of every 
kind of business on the block on 
Maryland, Everybody new on the 
block has to be listed. At first 
we thought that would be a serious 
complication but later we found 
it’s terribly simple. After the 
hearing, we'll get a permit.” 

Miss Mitchell said: “I don’t 
know when we'll open. We are 
waiting for deliveries on things. 
Installations gre in and the water 
heaters are here. We had to in- 
quire about water pressure and 
other little technicalities. Then 


people read about the laundry in 
the papers and they keep calling 
up. We hope they won't get dis- 
couraged. 

We have to get everything syn- 
chronized, with the plumbers and 
other people. It takes longer than 
a month to open a laundry. There 
was a fur place in the store before 
and they left a huge vault. There 
was also a brick wall partition 
several feet thick and that had 
to go because we wanted an open 
room. 

Washers Not Here Yet. 

“We will have 20 washing ma- 
chines. The manufacturer already 
delivered some toa distributor in 
Chicago for us but they're not 
here yet, It's all very compli- 
cated. 

“The phone is in and some pipes 
are there and pe few other stray 
things like exhaust fans. By the 
middle of next week, we should 
have a better idea of when we can 
open.” 

Added Mrs. Shapleigh: “When 
we open, we can give you some 
rather new angles on the Jaundry 
business.” 

Miss Mitchell is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Qwen H. Mitchell, 
6390 Forsythe boulevard, Clayton. 
Mrs. Shapleigh, 34 Westmoreland 
place, is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Tom K. Smith, Her father 
is president of the Boatmen’s Na- 
tional Bank.

200 VETERANS’ FAMILIES 
LIVING IN HEATLESS HOMES 


Service Center Director Cites Need for New 
Housing Caused by Cold Weather — 
Reviews Organization’s Work. 


The coming of cold weather 
makes it necessary to find new 
housing facilities for 200 to 250 
veterans and their families who 
were placed this summer in “ga- 
rages, basements and attics that 
are not equipped with heating fa- 
cilities of any description,” Wil- 
liam K. Moors, director of the 
Veterans’ Service Center in Kiel 
Auditorium, declared today, in a 
report to the Center's board of di- 
rectors, 


Moors said the shortage of hous- 
ing for veterans in St. Louis is 
becoming more acute all the time. 

Since Jan. 1, he reported, the 
Center has received housing ap- 
plications from 14,227 veterans, 
has found housing for 3958 of 
these, but still has an active file 
of 9629 veterans in need of hous- 
ing. In October the Center re- 
ceived 1787 requests from veterans 
for housing, 

Increasingly since the first of 
the year, Moors reported, veterans 
have been needing housing suit- 
able for Samalties, rather than

rooms for single men, Of the to- | 
tal requests received 45 per cent 
have been for housing for child- 
less pairs, 39 per cent for families 
with children and only 16 per cent 
for single men and women, 

Of the 4650 listings of housing 
received at the Center since Jan 
1, 79 per cent were listed with 
the understanding that children 
would not be accepted. Most of 
the housing offered veterans con- | 
sisted of only single rooms—74 per 
cent—and 89 per cent of all hous- 
ing offered consisted of furnished 
rooms,

New York Times Says Ex- 
tent of Political Defeat 


Is Apparent in Study of 
34 States. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11 (AP)— 
The New York Times said today 
in a Washington dispatch that 
Congressional seats won in last 
week's elections by candidates | 
supported by the CIO's Political | 
Action Committee and its ally, 


the National Citizens’ Pac, totaled 
73 in 318 contests. 

Jack Kroll, national airector of 
the CIO-PAC, declined to com- 
ment. 

The Times said “the extent of 
the political defeat suffered” by 
the CIO committee and the na- 
tional citizens PAC “is apparent” 
in the compilation, which the 
Newspaper said embraced 34 
states, including West Virginia. 
Kentucky, Missouri and Maryland, 
but no state in the “Solid South.” 

The Times said a complete list 
of all PAC-supported candidates 
was not available, adding, “hence 
it could only be assumed that the | 
PAC supported a losing candidate | 
in all, or nearly all, 245 districts | 
‘where ‘unfavorable’ candidates 
were elected.” 

The newspaper sald it was pos- 
sible that in a few of the districts 
the PAC indorsed no candidate. 

In Senate contests in the area 
which embraced north, west and 
border states, the Times said, “five 
winners had PAC support and 21! 
won over PAC opposition.” 

The newspaper added, “PAC 
strength in the Senate will be rel- 
atively greater because of the 
number of holdover Senators.” 

The Times said “generally speak- 
ing, the PAC supported the Demo- 
cratic candidates in the northern, 
western and border states and} 
opposed the Southern Democrats 
without expending any appreciable 
effort in those states since the 
primaries.” 


MEAT CUTTERS VOTE STRIKE 
AGAINST CHAIN STORES FRIDAY 


Tnion meat. cutters have voted 
to strike against chain stores and 
fuper-markets in St. Louls and 
St. Louls county unless they re- 
ceive a satisfactory new contract 
by Friday, Nick Blassie, president 
of AFI, Meat Cutters’ Union, Local 
BS, said today. About 1600 mem- 
bers of the local unanimously vot- 
ed for the strike at a meeting at 
Hotel Jefferson yesterday, he said. 

Blassie said the local will hold 
a special meeting Wednesday night 
at St. Louis House to hear a re- 


port on a final negotiations ses- 
sion scheduled with the manage- 
ments of the chain stores and 
guper-markets for tomorrow. 

The union is asking for wage in- 
creases of $10 a week, a reduction 
of hours to a five-day, 40-hour 
week and a 3% per cent payroll 
contribution to a health and wel- 
fare fund.

Clearly his failure to attend the 
ceremonies in Moscow must mean, 
in view of young Stalin's state- 
ment, that the rest cure has been 


prolonged, The obvious inference 
is that Stalin's condition has re- 
quired careful treatment. 

American and other Western 
policy-makers feel only mild con- 
cern over this news because of 
the high estimate placed on 
Stalin’s essential toughness. Nev- 
ertheless, it is still feared that, if 
the comparatively enlightened 
Stalin were to lay down part or 
all-of his great burden, the other 
members of the Politburo might 
abruptly reverse the favorable ten- 
dency which is now dimly dis- 
cerned in Soviet policy. 

It is important to realize that 
changes in Soviet policy are tak- 
ing place, precisely because they 
may later make possible the broad 
international settlement for which 
Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes's critics call so insistently. 

Stages in Policy. 

Three stages of Soviet policy 
are discerned to date. 

In the first stage, after the Ger- 
man and Japanese surrenders, the 
men in the Kremlin assumed that 
they had only to ask, and it would 
be given unto them.

Production Is the Paycheck 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:, 

Philip Murray's recent statement con- 
cerning wage increases for his steelwork- 
ers serves to warn the public that not 
even the most forward-looking of labor 
leaders -has learned anything from the 
past 12 months’ worth of strikes and 
labor-management troubles, 

Mr. Murray says that the steel indus- 
try can carry the expense of a consid- 
erable wage boost without raising prices, 
Doesn't that bring to mind statements 
made by the United Automobile Workers 
just prior to the disastrous General Mo- 
tors strike last winter? And doesn’t it 
also bring to mind the subsequent events 
which showed these statements to be 
untrue? 

The net result of raising labor’s wages 
still further would be simply to increase 
the bidding power of a segment of the 
buying public, forcing prices still high- 
er, and so on to a financial catastrophe 
of the first magnitude. 

Raising labor's wages in return for 
an equivalent increase in production, on 
the other hand, will not prove inflation- 
ary. The bidding power of the buying 
public will be increased, but so will the 
supplying power of the selling public, 
netting no inflationary tendency what- 
goever. In the long run, the effect, both 
economic and psychological, will be de- 
flationary in character. 

In order to help stabilfme the economy, 
labor must not demand more money 
without producing more goods—in other 
words, demand something for nothing. 
Labor, together with the rest of the buy- 
ing public, must conserve its buying pow- 
er against the time when supply will be 
eufficient to balance demand, meanwhile 
buying only what it cannot possibly do 
without. The selling public must con- 
centrate on increasing production, and 
must make every reasonable effort to 
secure labor's co-operation in this direc- 
tion.

Low-Paid- Poll Workers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Elections in St. Louis are conducted by 
4704 men. and women who form staffs 
of four judges and two clerks at 784 
precincts of our 28 wards, 

They are required to report for duty 
at 5:30 a.m. to be ready to receive voters 
on opening of polis at 6 a.m. With one 
exception of one hour out in rotation to 
eat and vote, they must be constantly 
present until the poll closes at 7 p.m. 

Then the most strenuous and harrow- 
ing part of their jobs begins: canvass- 
ing, tabulating and taking reports to 
Board of Election Commissioners on 
Twelfth street—a race against time re- 
quiring about five hours to conclude. 

For this work of 18% hours they are 
paid $6 or about 33% cents an hour, With 
the exception of the State of Washing- 
ton, I do not know what other states pay 
election officials, but in Washington 
the pay is 80 cents an hour: $10.80 a day. 

The Board of Election Commissioners 
has tried to get an increase for Missou- 
ri election officials without success.

Rail Safety: Good Business 


» A favorite excuse of many railroad manage- 
ments for not installing two-way radio and 
other modern safety equipment—that it would 
cost too much—has been knocked into a cocked 
hat by a transportation consultant, Noten D. Bal- 
lantine, of New York City, 

He says that in the long run it wouldn't cost 
anything at all. To the contrary, he says, it 
would earn the railroads money, and he can 
prove it. 

His dramatic proof is summarized on this 
page today in the Mirror of Public Opinion. 

Mr. Ballantine figures two-way inter-train 
and intra-train radio and walkie-talkie equip- 
ment for all the Class 1 railroads would cost 
$91,000,000. Yearly operating costs, he esti- 
mates, would be reduced $40,000,000, out of 
which would have to be paid $24,000,000 in 
carrying charges, maintenance and repair, leav- 
ing an annual net gain of $16,000,000—enough 
to pay for the equipment in six years, after 
which it would be clear profit. 

Good business? It would seem so, decidedly. 

Mr. Ballantine goes on to point out some of 
the dangerous weaknesses in railroad operation 
and to show how radio could take care of them. 
It is illuminating to examine these weaknesses 
as they apply to some notable disasters on the 
railroads. Here are a few typical examples: 

Railroads need a dependable means for 
ground crews to warn train crews of danger 
visible from the ground but not from the train, 
such as an overheated journal bearing, popularly 
known as a hot-box. The hot box on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad's Congressional Limited Sept. 
6, 1943, was observed by an employe on the 
ground, but his efforts to attract the attention 
of the train crew failed, and the train sped on 
through Philadelphia until the axle snapped and 
the train piled up on the suddenly halted car, 
killing 79. 

Railroads need better communication to guard 
against rear-end accidents, which have been an 
appallingly frequent type of disaster in the past 
several years. When a train makes an unsched- 
uled stop, the flagman is supposed to go back 
up the track far enough to flag any approach- 
ing train. As Mr. Ballantine points out, flagmen 
are loath to walk far enough back, for fear of 
being left. 

When the northbound train of the Atlantic 
Coast Line crashed into the wreckage of the 
southbound’ train which had spilled over onto 
its track near Lumberton, N. C., on the night 
of Dec. 16, 1943, the flagman, who had had 40 
minutes in which to walk far enough to warn 
the approaching train, was only 100 feet from 
the front of his own train—and a high-speed 
train requires a mile or a mile and a half to 
stop in. 

With a walkie-talkie, the flagman could keep 
in touch with his engineer and would feel free 
to go as far back from his train as necessary, 
without fear of being left behind. . 

The flagman with his primitive signals is not 
enough protection against rear-end collisions, 
even with the aid of automatic block signals. 
When trains traveling 80 miles an hour are 
spaced at 3-minute intervals, the flagman ac- 
tually has 2 minutes in which to walk a 
mile or a mile and a half. With two-way 
radio, the stopped train could warn the ap- 
proaching train immediately. 

It was for lack of any such swift and sure 
communication that one Burlington Railroad 
train ran into the rear of another at Naperville, 
Ill., April 25 last, killing 45. 

Two-way radio will not remove all of rail- 
roading’s unnecessary hazards. There will still 
be needed such devices as automatic train 
control and the “dead man’s valve,” which stop 
the train when an engineer fails to observe dan- 
ger signals or is incapacitated. But radio will 
do a great deal, and it ought to be required 
equipment on all high-speed trains and on all 
trains traveling on congested tracks. 

The facts substantiate Mr. Ballantine’s conclu- 
sion that there is ‘‘no question” of the need of 
radio for railroad safety or of its profitableness. 
Congress and the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion should require that railroads either in¢tall 
safety equipment in keeping with their modern 
high speeds or slow down to the horse-and-buggy 
speeds appropriate to their antiquated safety 
precautions. 
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Another Chance 


Twenty-eight years ago Woodrow Wilson read 
the Armistice terms to a joint session of Congress 
and spoke briefly on the victory. Among other 
things he said: 


To conquer with arms is only to make a 
temporary conquest; to conquer the world 
by earning its esteem is to make perma- 
nent conquest. 


This text is as live and pertinent today as 
when it was spoken. The words were disregard- 
ed in the partisan bickering in the years imme- 
diately following the First World War, and Amer- 
ica lost the great reserve of affection and esteem 
built up while the war was on. We lost also the 
chance to build an enduring peace. 

Will we do better with the opportunity that 
has now come to us again? 


A Veto in the Public Interest 


Gov. Donnelly’s veto of the small-loan bills is 
admirable. As he and many others have pointed 
out, a top interest rate of 27 per cent—about 
nine times what the small-loan companies pay 
for money—is far too high. It is so high that 
it violates the intent of the new Constitution, 
which clearly intends to abate the old high-rate 
evil. Furthermore, and also contrary to the Con- 
stitution, the lobby-bent Senate stubbornly in- 
sisted on classifying lenders instead of fixing 
maximum rates applicable equally to all kinds of 
lenders, . 

How high should the rates be? The gen- 
eral maximum of 8 per cent, which will apply 
until the Legislature makes special provision, is 
lower than commercial banks are charging on 
small loans. However, there is no excuse for 
rates far above what the banks charge. The 
legal limit may reasonably provide moderate ad- 
ditional margins for the difference in loan-com- 
pany risks and the special convenience of neigh- 
borhood loan offices, but that is all. 

The companies argue that such rates would 
ruin them. The fact is, rather, that the exces- 
sive charges they were permitted in the past en- 
couraged too many to enter the field, without 
much regard for the waste, which was paid for 


. 
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by the borrower. There are about 140 small-loan 
company offices in Missouri, most of them in 
Kansas City and St. Louis. Lower rates might 
squeeze out some of that excessive number, but 
the remainder would survive and do a profitable 
business. 
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Playing for the Breaks 

Prime Minister Attlee’s firm, even-tempered 
speech on foreign policy follows the same tack 
as was taken by Secretary of State Byrnes and 
Warren Austin, the American delegate to UN, 
He has sober reproof for the confirmed Russian 
predilection to use UN as a sounding board to 
spread Communist propaganda, 


It is clear (he says) that if UN is to be 
used as a forum for debating ideological dif- 
ferences, it will fall. ... We believe that the 
right line of approach to every problem is to 
ask ourselves the question, “Will this solu- 
tion promote peace and understanding?” 


Mr. Attlee deplores the heavy burden of ar- 
maments but specifies that there will be no dis- 
armament without reliable guarantees of collec- 
tive security. Disarmament cannot be unilateral; 
the great lesson of the interwar period is. that 
disarmament is a snare and a delusion unless 
accompanied by a general system of security. 

It is in the light of this hard fact that Russia's 
refusal to make a beginning by granting the 
right of international inspection of atomic ener- 
gy projects appears so ominous. And the chances 
of Stalin reversing his stand do not appear to be 
very good. Marquis Childs today makes this 
incisive comment: 


In the USSR the state is supreme in every 
department of life. Its supremacy is unques- 
tioned. Even to question it is a form of trea- 
son; The mere presence inside Russia of in- 
spectors with an authority greater than that 
of the state would in itself be demoralizing. 
As the Russian state is constituted today, it 
simply could not happen. That is the unvar- 
nished truth behind all the sparring over in- 
ternational control of atomic energy. 


If this analysis is correct, it means that no 
adequate approach can be made at this time 
toward collective machinery for enforcing peace. 
It means that for the present at least, reliance 
must be placed on such sanctions as can be im- 
posed by mobilizing world opinion and by agree- 
ment on limited objectives. 

There is room to hope that eventually the Rus- 
sian attitude will change. It has changed, and 
for the better, in the past few weeks. In sport 
parlance, Secretary Byrnes is “playing for the 
breaks,” and so is Mr. Attlee, It is a far better 
attitude than blank pessimism and defeatism. 
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Subject to Change Without Notice 


Frarice’s multi-party system has worked this 
time to give the Communists a slight numerical 
advantage in the National Assembly. It seems 
clear, however, that any ability. to put through 
legislation will depend on support from other 
groups. In view of this, the probability is that 
a new anti-Communist lineup will occur with 
Leon Blum’s Socialists joining President Bidault’s 
MRP to hold more or less power. 

What this present increase in Communist seats 
means for the future of France can only be told 
by the future itself. If there is anything more 
mercurial than French party politics, it has yet 
to be revealed. The one respect in which the 
French election is like our own midterm ballot- 
ing is that in both instances the people have 
voted a protest. This does not mean that they 
will like the new Ins any better than the old Ins. 
Géorges Thorez, France’s No. 1 Communist, does 
not yet own his country. 
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The Era of Decontrol 


Decontrol of all price ceilings except those 
on rents, sugar and rice was largely forced on 
President Truman, Under the unworkable OPA 
bill with which Congress presented him, ceilings 
had been remaved from one item after another. 

As the country already had found, price and 
wage control is not, broadly speaking, divisible. 
Decontrol of one item makes it harder to con- 
trol other items, and the effect snowballs. The 
President might, however, have been able to 
save one more important item—housing—and he 
should have tried. 

Building materials are to some extent an ex- 
ception to the rule of all-or-nothing, for subsi- 
dies are available to break the shock of rising 
prices on ceilings. Quite possibly uncontrolled 
prices will rise so high that subsidies would be 
lost in the shuffle, but the effort was worth mak- 
ing. 

As it is, OPA and housing officials expect se- 
vere damage to the housing program. Will there 
be another rash of high-priced dwelling construc- 
tion such as led to the real-estate slump after 
the First World War, and such as preceded the 
imposition of ceilings on new dwelling construc- 
tion this time? 

The answer is up to the building supply indus- 
try, builders and real estate men who have been 
shouting their heads off that they can take care 
of everything if only they are given a free hand. 
Now we shall see. 
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Tariff Test for Republicans 

In pursuit of the popular policy for reduced 
trade barriers in world commerce, Under Secre- 
tary of State William L. Clayton has announced 
an intention to seek new tariff-reducing recip- 
rocal trade agreements with 18 key countries, 
The Associated Press calls it “an apparent post- 
election move to reassure foreign countries of 
the Administration’s determination to keep its 
trade pledges.” It does have that appearance, 
and it is rightly conceived in any event. 

The question is how the Republican majorities 
in the new Congress will take to that policy. Sen- 
ators Vandenberg, Aiken, Tobey and a few oth- 
ers proved in past tests that they uphold the pol- 
icy. But most Republicans—men like Taft, Wher- 
ry, Butler—voted last year against any further 
tariff-reduction power, and it is only because 
they were overridden that the 18-country effort 
is possible. Will enough Republicans now join 
with the Democratic minority to continue the 
policy? Or will they join with such avowed pro- 
tectionists as Wherry and work to repeal or 
starve it out? 

By and large, Republicans were elected to the 
next Congress on assurances that they support 
the “bipartisan foreign policy.” The bipartisan 
policy means more than firmness in political 
negotiations over peace treaties, boundaries, 
atomic energy and the like. It clearly includes 
friendly economic co-operation and the pursuit 
of peace by mutual commercial advantages,

sible for 95 per cent. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission reports that in 1944 
there were 4867 collisions; 162 persons 
were killed and 1728 injured. Property 
damage aggregated $7,351,084, 

Head-on collisions rarely occur where 
the responsibility could be placed on only 
one individual, The ICC reports show that 
practically all such accidents would have 
been avoided had any one of the six men 
of the train crew been alert and had func- 
tioned properly. 

The ability of the train crew to commu- 
nicate would mean an additional safeguard. 
If the crews of both trains approaching a 
meeting point were required to contact 
each other as soon as they were within 
talking range, they could verify their un- 
derstanding of the orders and agree upon 
the procedure, 


The Use of Walkie-Talkie 


The prime responsibility for avoiding 
rear-end collisions rests with the conductor, 
whose duty it is to see that a flagman is 
dispatched promptly with the necessary 
equipment, Failure of the flagman quickly 
to go back the requisite distance, or to use 
his signals in line with instructions, is re- 
sponsible for a large proportion of rear-end 
collisions. 

Now if the flagman were supplied with 
a walkie-talkie (radio), it would facilitate 
his work. There would be less excuse for 
short flagging to avoid being left behind. 
He would be able to communicate with his 
own crew at all times, and be more com- 
pletely under contro] of the conductor. 


If an approaching train were beyond the 
range of his walkie-talkie, the flagman 
could notify his own crew and they would 
alert the approaching train on the two-way 
communication. 

To fully equip the Class I railways, 38,391 
power units would require 56,237 standard 
two-way communication sets, and a cor- 
responding number of walkie-talkies, This 
estimate includes a set for as many ca- 
booses as there were active freight loco- 
motives and motor-cars. The capital in- 
vestment is estimated at nearly $91,000,000, 


In the reduction in accident hazard, lives 
lost, personal injuriea and damage to 
property,\ use of two-way communication 
can safely be assumed to more than offset 
the cost of providing the passenger motive- 
power and the flagmen with the necessary 
two-way equipment,

Some Savings in Time 


An estimated saving of 10 per cent in 
transit and terminal time has been used. 
One railroad that has several months’ expe- 
rience with two-way communication claims 
a saving of 18 per cent more. 

A reduction of 10 per cent in the transit 
time would practically produce an over-all 
decrease of 40 per cent in the overtime. 

To effect a 10 per cent speed-up through 
increasing train speeds would add about 
$45,000,000 to the cost, 

The ability to provide conductors with 
up-to-the-minute information as to what 
station work is required would save time 
for road crews. Another way to save de- 
lays in road service would be for dis- 
patchers to use two-way communication in 


placing their orders with train crews, In- 
stead of going through a third party. The 
dispatcher would be able to obtain first- 
hand information of the conditions, what 
the crews figured they could do, and he 
could place more effective orders while 
trains were in motion, 

In speeding up freight service, in just 
Seven months there would be enough 
savings in operating expenses to offset the 
annual carrying charge on the investment, 
including maintenance and repairs. There 
would be made available sufficient locomo- 
tives and freight cars in the amount of an 
annual carrying-charge value, if purchased 
new, of more than three times the carry- 
ing and maintenance cost of two-way com- 
munication equipment, 


A Table of Economies 


(The following figures indicate an imme- 
diate net annual saving of about $16,000,000 
~-$40,000,000 reduction of operating expenses 
less $24,000,000 carrying charge, maintenance 
and repair cost on the radio equipment. As 
the greater efficiency of radio-controlled 
operation made it possible to avoid buying 
additional rolling stock that otherwise would 
be necessary, an additional net saving es- 
timated at $71,000,000 a year would begin to 
be made—which, with the immediate sav- 
ing of $16,000,000, makes an eventual net 
annual saving of $87,000,000.—Editor’s note.)

Plea for Kindliness 


EAST RIVER: A NOVEL OF NEW YORK. by Sholom 

Asch. (@. P. Putnam's Sons, New York.) 

A single block in New York's macropoll- 
tan sprawl, where Forty-eighth street meets 
the East River, the world of Mr. Asch’s 
deeply spiritual novel is a welter of street- 
noise cacophony, 1001 smells, conflicting 
customs. A world of slaughterhouses and 
sweatshops (it is the Golden Time of Tam- 
many, and the “needle trades” are boom- 
ing), it shelters and employs Poles, Rus- 
Sians, Germans; Jews, Catholics, Lutherans, 
in a ferment of uneasy propinquity. It sim- 
mers with misapprehensions that stop short 
of riot or mayhem, It rubs the benevolent 
against the bigoted, ancient faith and hoary 
ritual against bitter rationalism. 

[t is part of Sholem Asch’s creed that 
“the artist, to succeed, must love his kind.” 


Though he professes Dickens as “master 
and ideal,” Asch records rather than cre 
ates. His characters seem to live their tor- 


mented or triumphant lives before one, like 

guests or friends seen in ultimate revela- 

tion, “East River,” with none of the theatri- 

cal humors of “Abie’s Irish Rose.” cuts 

across the adamant lines of race and ritual 

to explore the goodness of human hearts. 
* * - 


Central in this exploration is Moshe Wolf 
Davidowsky, pious orthodox Jew who dis- 
penses Good with creedless benevolence, 
He has two sons—Nathan, 19, stricken by 
polio as a college freshmen; and Irving, 14, 
who is already self-supporting and who be- 
comes a ruthless power in the garment in- 
dustry. Between Nathan, the embittered, 
and Moshe Wolf—the father with his serene 
but sorely tested faith, the son with his 
aspiring intellectualism—goes on a struggle 
symbolic of the warring forces of life and 
death. 

It is Nathan who attains undefeatable 
idealism, who *teflects, “Catholics, Protes- 
tants, Jews—not a single one of them has 
thought to spread the mantle of God's mer- 
cy wide enough to cover all people.” He 
enunciates what this book nobly, if per- 
haps too patly, proves: the need of a uni- 
versal, unifying kindliness. It is an echo 
of Tom Paine’s ‘To do good is my religion.” 

* * * 

In frank symbolism, the meeting of races 
and essential goodness is lit by Jewish- 
Catholic friendliness. Mary McCarthy, 
daughter of the block's “official anti- 
Semite,” helps with tender ministry to turn 
Nathan's mind from death to life. Mary 
is saved (in a graphic use of the horrible 
Triangle dress-factory fire) by her friend 
Sarah Lifschitz, who dies in a fiery plunge, 
Mike Maloney, “captain” of the block, is 
best friend to orthodox Harry Greenstock, 
Other fraternal fusions are numerous, 
capped by Mary's marriage to the success- 
ful Irving. Their child, baptized in Mary's 
faith (a startling scene in the Confessional 
tips the balance), is a living ligature, acting 
powerfully on Moshe Wolf's stern piety 
and warm humanity alike. Finally, the fer- 
vent Ideal possesses Irving himself: he is 
swung from his sweatshop exploitation to 
industrial reform. 

The deep core of this novel is its moving 


appeal for understanding among men, its 
eloquent evocation of the Sermon on the 
Mount. No reader whe has a spark of 


compassion can fail to respond, At times 
stark as a Gropper drawing, at others 
grainy with earthy grossness, it knocks at 
men’s hearts and will win the indorsement 
of their minds,

The Inspection Issue. 


But while they spend a great 
ceal of time in irrelevant argu- 
ment, the delegates meeting here 
cannot forget what the stakes are. 
So much of thé talk of boundaries, 
of trusteeships, of commissions, is 
window dressing. It is all so much 
eamouflage unless th-.re is agree- 
ment on the central issue which 
is.the contro] of atomic energy. 


A showdown on that issue is 
likely to .ome much sooner than 
anyone expects. And what happens 
to the whole apparatus of world 
co-operation after that showdown 
is a question in many minds. For 
is hard to see how the Amer- 
jiccn and ~—ussian viewpoints ever 
ean be reconciled. 


At the heart of the American 
Proposal is a system of inspection 
that would permit agents of an 
atomic development authority to 
go anywhere in any nation in the 
world. The Russians propose an 
international disarmament agree- 
ment that would include atomic 
weapons; nothing is said in the 
Russian proposal about interna- 
tional enforcement of such an 
agreement. 


*It Could Not Happen.” 


Those Americans who know So- 
viet Russ.a most intimately be- 
lieve that the USSR can never ac- 
cept international inspection. Since 
inspection is the root of the Amer- 
ican plan. it is hard to see how 
the two parallel lines even can 
meet on any practical or workable 
basis. 


In the USSR the state is su- 
preme in every department of life. 
Its supremacy is. unquestioned. 
Even to question it is a form of 
treason. The mere presence inside 
FRussia of inspectors with an au- 
thority greater than that of the 
state would in itself be demoraliz- 
ing. As the Russian strte is con- 
stituted today, it simply could not 
happen. 

That is the unvarnished truth 
behind all the sparring over inter- 
national control of atomic energy. 
On the other hand, the American 
public and their representatives in 
Congress would never be content 
to rest on a disarmament agree- 
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faith of the nations signing the 
agreement. 


Russia Disappointed. 


Our suspicions are too deep- 
rooted for that. We remember 
that we disarmed in the ‘20s. We 
tend to forget, of course, the rea- 
son why we disarmed. While there 
was a surface of idealism, ex- 
pressed in the Kellogg pact, the 
rea] reason for our disarmament 
was our basic isolation and our 
indifference to the rest of the 
world, 

It would seem that the two 
parallel lines of policy never can 
meet except in war. But those 
who have the most knowledge do 
not accept this final verdict. 

Changes are occurring inside 
Russia. Events in Europe have 
forced a recasting of Russian pol- 
icy. The masters of the Kremlin 
fully believed that with the end 
of the war all of Europe would 
be their vassalage under a series 
of Titos. 

They have had to retreat from 
that expectation. In one election 
after another the people of one 
country after another have re- 
jected the absolute of Commu- 
nism, They have rejected revolu- 
tion, with its destruction of all 
past values, for evolution along 
the path of Socialist democracy. 


An Alien Force. 


Some of the elections have pro- 
duced astonishing results. In 
Bulgaria, a Slavic state, directly 
under the shadow of the U.S.S.R., 
with Russia plumping for every- 
thing Bulgaria wants, 26 per cent 
of the people voted against Com- 
munism. They voted that way 
after an open threat that such a 
vote would be regarded as trea- 
son and that a traitor could ex- 
pect the same kind of treatment 
that was given Mihailovich in 
Yugoslavia. 

To western Europe, Stalinism 
has the look of an alien, a non- 
European force. This rejection, 
taken along with Russia’s inter- 
nal troubles, may force a further 
retreat. While no one with knowl- 
edge is naive enough ‘to think in 
terms of an overthrow, new poli- 
cies and new policy-makers may 
evolve, 

Even though the showdown on 
atomic energy seems to leave us 
at a dead end, there is only one 
course to-follow. That is to carry 
on the patient but firm day-to-day 
exchange as is the policy of Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes. 

The “get tough” policy is as 
foolish and as fatal as pure ap- 
peasement. Anger, denunciation 
and recrimination are just what 
the Russians want, That would 
help them in their thus-far fail-

Yet our means of accomplishing de- 
Nazification, as Mrs. Anne O’Hare McCormick pointed out in a 
dispatch last week, is creating administrative anarchy and is under 
vehement criticism, not from dubious persons, but from the best Ger- 
mans we can get; from surviving relatives of anti-Nazi martyrs 
and from many American officials. 


A Nazi—defined as anyone who 
joined the party before 1937—is 
dismissed from his post. The in- 
ference is that to have become a 
party member thus early is prima 
facie evidence of philosophical 
conviction. Things aren't 680 
simple. 


To Hold a Job. 


The Nazi party was a hierarch- 
al structure, run from the top. 
Inner party activities and those 
operations demanding by nature 
zealots Nazis, such as persecution, 
prosecution and _ indoctrination, 
were in the hands of reliable 
Nazis. But not all activities were 
of this nature. There were social 
work features, for instance, and 
purely technical activities, such as 
ration control. 

The Nazi party, which, as the 
state itself, finally embraced all 
social activities, operated largely 
by the process of “gleichschal- 
tung.” In taking over the func- 
tions of the Republic they took 
over the functionaries provided 
these were not burdened by a 
previous record of hostile political 
actions. 

The functions were largely non- 
political, A postman continued to 
deliver mail and a postal clerk 
to sort it; a physician or nurse in 
a state-operated hospital contin- 
ued to treat the sick; a station 
master or ticket agent continued 
to serve the railroads. 

All were threatened in their 
jobs (and pensions) by the pres- 
sure of office-seekers from the 
hordes of Nazi “front-fighters” ex- 
pecting to be rewarded by the rev- 
olution for their street-brawling 
and heiling. The best way to guar- 
antee one’s job against these was 
to hold a party card—just as the 
bert way to hold one’s job today 
in the Russian zone is to possess 
a Communist party card, 


Some Left the Party. 


By this manner the Nazi party 
absorbed nearly all competent per- 
The dilemma of the German 
Government is that among non- 
party members or the former resi- 
dents of concentration camps — 
not all of whom were “politicals” 
—there are just not enough teach- 
ers, postals, clerks, station mas- 
ters, experts on municipal light- 
ing and sewage and what not to 
build a functioning administration.

Party 
ranks were never static, and pub- 
lic opinion regarding the ‘party 
was even less so, 

Persons who supported the 
Nazis in high places without ever 
becoming members, but whose at- 
titude their neighbors well knew, 
escape the purge. Persons who 
were even voluntarily in the SS. 
escape through influential Amer- 
ican connections, Some of these 
could be named. 

All higher education is banned 
for members of the Hitler jugend. 
Do our authorities believe that 
the way to de-nazify youth is to 
keep it ignorant? What sort of 
child psychology is this? 


The Russians Are Smarter. 


The Russians, who recognize 
that the problem is political, not 
personal, after eliminating ring- 
leaders, operate on the concept of 
conversion and ask not “What 
were you?” but “What are you 
now ?”—and thus stimulate accep- 
tance of Communism. 

It must be clear that the con- 
tent of the mind is not changed 
by wholesale disemployment. The 
Nazi revolution was a_ revolt 
against existing conditions, its 
ranks swelled by disappointed vet- 
erans, unemployed youth, ruined 
middle classes and jobless work- 
ers. 

To recreate the very conditions 
which produced Nazism is not to 
create Germany democracy but 
open the way for another anti- 
democratic movement.

Richie hasn't a great reputation 
but he is known to fans around 
here as a capable performer who 
can punch and they know he'll be 
no pushover for anybody. 

Working With Riviera. 

Jim has taken this bout serious- 
ly. He has worked hard on the 
road every morning and he has 
been boxing each day with Kid 
Riviera, a 230-pound heavy, John 
Gulley and other capable sparring 
partners. 

Maxim, too, has had the advan- 
tage of good men with whom to 
drill. Before coming here from 
Cleveland he boxed daily with Jim 
Bivins, Negro husky of the Ohio 
City who opposes Ezzard Charles 
at Pittsburgh this week. 

Maxim dropped a 10-round deci- 
sion to Bivins in 1942 but is 
anxious to. meet him again this 
winter. Joey, meanwhile, will go 
to New York to challenge the win- 
ner of the Joe Walcott-Elmer Ray 
fihgt in the Garden Friday night. 
That is, of course, if he gets past 
Richie. 

Joe Knows St. Louis. 

The Cleveland boxer recently de- 
feated Walcott who had won 29 
straight fights and by that vic- 
tory, the surprise of the boxing 
year, qualified as the third rank- 
ing heavyweight.

Watching him, veteran man- 
agers George Wilsman and Scotty 
Powell both said they thought his 
ability was great enough to over- 
come Richie in 10 rounds but they 
looked for Richie to give Maxim a 
lot of trouble in the early going. 

Maxim, whose real name is

I MENTION THIS INCIDENT because it illustrates the 
psychological fact that many worries are disguises to cover up 
a secret wish or longing. If Philip had worried only once about 
being late to school, we might have credited it to conscientious- 
ness over his report card and a desire to have no tardy marks 
thereon. But he persisted in his worry. When he overdid it, 
we became suspicious, Our doubt was fully confirmed by his 
later attempt to avoid school. 


Here js what was happening in Philip's mind: He hoped 
he could be away from school all day. But he knew such an 
idea was not socially approved, for we had arisen early and 
were driving back in the morning for the sole purpose of get- 
ting him to school] at noon, In the conflict between what HE 
wanted to happen and what he knew WE wanted to happen, he 
disguised his secret wish. Under this mask of apparent sincere 
concern about getting to school on time, he kept sounding us 
out, hopeful that we would say, “Yes, I'm afraid you are right. 
You'll probably have to stay home this afternoon.”

WORRY MAY frequently be Iisted as a neurosis, for it Is 
often a conversion of a conflict into such a form that we may 
discuss our problem in public, disguised cleverly as was Philip's 
worry. Worry may partake of penance, too, and thus serve as a 
public atonement for a secret and illicit wish. In future Case 
Records I shall show you some interesting types of worry, as 
where younger individuals may be excessively afraid that a rich 
old relative may die of his heart trouble or high blood pressure. 
You readers can spend a profitable evening some time analyzing 
your worries in order to find what is hidden beneath them, for

OMEONE said to me the oth- 
. er day that the atmosphere in 

this country was changing. 
From having been a non-milita- 
ristic nation where the majority 
of the people wanted only a small 
Army and Navy, we were almost 
imperceptibly moving toward a 
situation where the wishes of the 
War and Navy Departments car- 
ried more weight than did the 
State Department. That is more 
or less natural at the end of a 
war—particularly a war like the 
one we have just been through, 
where our men are still scattered 
throughout the world and where 
peace has been so long in the 
making. 

Nevertheless, I believe the time 


‘is approaching when we had best 


take thought about where we are 
drifting. I am sure the vast ma- 
jority of our people are hoping 
that we will wholeheartedly sup- 
port the development of a police 
force within the United Nationa, 
for we know the United Nations 
must, for a time at least, wield 
the “big stick” when necessary. 
In the back of our minds, how- 
ever, there is also the hope that 
support of a joint force will fall 
less heavily on any one nation 
and that it will leave us a larger 
margin of our national income to 
spend on measures serving the 
daily well-being of the people,

WHENEVER our fleet is par- 
ticularly strong, we have a tre- 
mendous urge to send it around 
the world, or to some far-away 
point.

others. 


I doubt if even a peace-loving 
nation like ours can expect the 
branches of government which 
are dedicated to the development 
of efficient defense to change 
from their original purpose. There 
is much for the women to do in 
every home throughout the coun- 
try, therefore, since they are pri- 
marily the ones who are going to 
worry about the attitude and the 
climate we will create in the

Tomorrow

RUSSELS sprouts are natural- 
Bi beautiful and impressive 

from any angle one observes 
them—color, shape, texture, fla- 
vor. But it is an exception to the 
rule when one sees them brought 
to the table still holding on to all 
of their original attractiveness. 
The best way to cook them is the 
easiest or simplest—just boiling 
them in an uncovered pan until 
they: are tender but no longer. 
When perfectly matured, Brussels 
sprouts are hard little balls of 
tight fitting overlapping leaves 
which resist the entrance of heat. 
So if we don’t do anything to ald 
the heat getting through to the 
heart of the sprout, then the out- 
side will be cooked to a mush be 
fore they are tender to the core. 

Sometimes we see the recom- 
mendation to make a criss-cross 
cut in the top of the sprout so the 
leaves will open up as deep as 
the cut. This does help to cook 
them more quickly but such cut- 
ting does mar the beauty. Making 
the same kind of cut up through 
the stalk and accomplishes the 
same purpose and does leave the 
top of the head intact. When cor- 
rectly cooked, the green color is 
just as pretty and clear as it was 
before cooking, the texture is soft- 
er, but certainly not mush, the 
form is retained and the flavor 
and fragrance are most attractive. 
When drained immediately and 
covered with a thin film of melted 
butter or margarine or hollan- 
daise sauce as we have done to- 
day, they truly are an aristocrat 
worthy of this little bit of extra 
effort, 

Hollandaise Sauce, 

One-fourth cup butter, one- 
fourth cup cream (sweet or sour), 
two egg yolks, one tablespoon cider 
vinegar, salt to taste, one to two 
teaspoons dry mustard. 

Melt butter in top of double 
boiler; add cream and beaten egg 
yolks, stirring well. Add vinegar 
and salt and cook over boiling 
water, stirring constantly un/‘il 
just thick. Immediately remove 
from heat and beat until Nght. 
Stir in mustard if desired, Serve 
hot with brussels aproutsa, Makes 
about two-thirds cup.

Breakfast—Fresh pears, poached 
eges on toast, 

Luncheon -- Canned chili con 
carne, lettuce wedges with 1000 
isiand dressing, vanilla ice cream. 

Dinner—Pan-fried pork chops, 
applesauce, creamed hashed pota- 
toes, brussels sprouts with hol- 
landaise sauce, canned peach 
galad with cottage cheese, cocoa 
layer cake with glossy chocolate 
icing. 

Cocoa Layer Cake, 

Sift cake flour, measure two 
cups and resift three times with 
one-fourth teaspoon soda, one and 
one-half teaspoon baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt and one- 
third cup cocoa, Cream two-thirds 
cup shortening until soft, all one 
and one-half cups sugar and blend 
thoroughly. Add beaten eggs and 
beat vigorously until smooth and 
fluffy, Stir in one teaspoon va- 
nilla, Add flour mixture alter 
nately with one-half cup butter- 
milk, in several portions, begin- 
ning and ending with flour and 
beating well after each addition. 
Add one-half cup boiling water all 
at once and stir until smooth, 
Turn into two eight-inch layer 
cake pans which have been lined 
with waxed paper in the bot- 
tom. Bake In a moderate oven 
350 degrees F. for 30 minutes. 
Turn out onto cake coolers, Cool 
and frost with glossy chocolate 
icing. 


Glossy Chocolate Icing. 
Combine three tablespoons but- 


ter and two oz, unsweetened choc-. 


olate and melt over hot water. 
Scald one-third cup milk. Add to 
the melted chocolate and mix 
well, Add this to one slightly 
beaten egg yolk, Add two cups 
sifted confectioners’ sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
vanilla and two teaspoons corn 
syrup and beat well. Ice tops and 
sides of two eight-inch layers.

It is fairly evident that West 
“out-jockeyed” his opponents—or 
to be more explicitly fair, North 

in the bidding duel. West knew 
that his left-hand neighbor was 
the sort to hold open any one 
bid, and West therefore passed on 
the first round with a hand that 
was virtually ideal for trapping. 
He was not disappointed. North 
did in fact hold the bidding open 
with one no trump (he was, of 
course, far too weak for a two- 
over-two diamond response), and 
after East's pass, South innocently 
fell into the net by bidding the 
true value of his hand, It was all 
very well for South to know that 
North might have a weak hand, 
but with or without this knowl- 
edge, it- was asking too much for 
South to make any lesser bid 
than three spades. Now, con- 
vinced that North would be unable 
to dig up another bid, West sprang 
the trap by doubling. It was, of 
course, tempting to wait and let 
the opponents reach game, but 
West felt that there simply was 
not enough missing from his own 
hand and South’s to justify the 
hope that North would continue. 

On the lead of the heart nine 
declarer lost two spade tricks, 
one heart, one diamond and three 
clubs, thus suffering an 800-point 
penalty. He could have saved one 
trick by refusing to take the first 
heart trick, thus preventing East 
from ever gaining the lead, but 
the real culprit was North for
